AID division is one of eight 
divisions serving AID out¬ 
side of the Greater Los An¬ 
geles area. 

Its officers and board of 
directors, all of whom serve 
on a volunteer basis, and 
are equally divided between 
representatives of labor, 
management and the gen¬ 
eral public, are all residents 
of the San Gabriel Valley 
area. 

The division operates 
autonomously, allocati n g 
funds collected to causes in 
the area unless the donor 
specifies that all or part of 
his contribution be allocated 
to an accredited favorite 
charity not selected by AID 
or one operating elsewhere 
in the United States. 

AID was founded in 1951 
by leaders of management, 
labor and the general pub¬ 
lic to eliminate multiple so¬ 
licitation of funds and cost¬ 
ly duplication of fund rais¬ 
ing effort both at places of 
employment and at the 
home. 

In the past 15 years it has 
grown from slightly over $1 
million a year in funds col¬ 
lected and distributed to 
more than $12 million a 1 
year, and is responsible for 
more than one-third of the 
funds raised and used by 
the major causes which • it 
helps to support. 

AID’S cost of operation, re¬ 
garded as the lowest in the 
nation, is 4.2 per cent of the 
total amount of funds col¬ 
lected. 

Donors through AID have 
the privilege of naming 
their own favorite charity 
for allocation of their gifts 
beyond the group selected 
by the AID organization. 

No other organization in 
existence has had such a 
continuous and consistent 
record of accomplishment 
on behalf of a community’s 
needs aS does AID-United 
Givers, nor has any organi¬ 
zation raised an amount 
approaching it for distribu¬ 
tion to so many varied 
agencies and causes. '

Tax Facts — By Dr. Felix /. Weil 


Foil PublicaHon & Changes Only Given To Taxpayers 


For the second year, as¬ 
sessments lists recently 
were published as cdunty- 
pald le^ad ads in the 112 
community newspapers of 
I^OB Angeles county and the 
Los Angeles Dally Journal. 

Many of these papers 
stressed that mainly as di¬ 
rect results of last year’s 
first such publication, veter¬ 
ans’ exemption applications 
showed a renewed steep 
drop. 

“sixteen per cent fewer 
applications than In 1964 
were filed (after applica¬ 
tions in 1964 had already 
diminished by 18.8 per cent 
from 1963 and the 1963 ap¬ 
plications total was 22.9 per 
cent smtiller than that of 
1962). 

Pcdd For Itself 

It was claimed publication 
of assessment lists paid for 
itself by generating this new 
drop. ’The newspapers point¬ 
ed to the deterrent influence 
of the asterisk in the pub¬ 
lished lists denoting the par¬ 
cel’s owner was granted a 
veteran’s exemption. 

Since each exemption in 
1963 meant that $956 in as¬ 
sessed values were removed 
from the tax base, the 1965 


drop by 49,000 resulted in 
some $44.8 million being 
retained or restored to the 
tax base. 

At the 1964 typical Los 
Angeles city) tax rate of 
9.1837 this addition produced 
about $41,113,000 in taxes, 
of which some $900,000 for 
the county alone. 

But the legal ads cost only 
some $124,000 in 1964 and 
$115,000 in 1965. 

Thus, the newspapers’ 
claim that this publication 
cost was more than recoup¬ 
ed from additional taxes 
clearly would be justified if 
the 49,000 drop could be di¬ 
rectly attributed to the pub¬ 
lication. 

Watson's Innovations 

I think it can. ’The 1963 
and 1964 shrinkage was, no 
doubt, due to two of Asses¬ 
sor Watson’s innovations: 
the requirement veterans’ 
Claims be signed under oath 
and the announcement they 
would be audited. 

However, by 1965 these 
two measures already were 
routine and could not be ex¬ 
pected once more to pro¬ 
duce a steep drop of appli¬ 
cations.

after August, 1964: 

The assessment list pub¬ 
lication, of which the aster¬ 
isk drawing public attention 
to a veteran’s exemption is 
part, and the opening of all 
exemption files, veterans’ 
included, to public inspec¬ 
tion (a further step in Wat¬ 
son’s incessant fight against 
unnecessary secrecy in gov¬ 
ernment). 

And though continuing 
prosperity partly may be a 
reason for the new drop in 
veterans’ applications, I 
have no doubt that these 
last two Watson innovations 
are to a very large exte..t 
its immediate cause. 

Full Publication Area 1965 
I also have some other in¬ 
teresting information on the 
assessment publications: 
“"The assessor designated 
his regions 4, 8, 11 and 12 
(the county is divided into 
15 regions) as the 1965 full 
publication area; that is, 
the communities of Glen¬ 
dale, Hollywood, Central Los 
Angeles, Whittier, Santa Fe 
Springs, La Mirada and Ha¬ 
cienda Heights. 

In region 4, this full pub¬ 
lication area comprises most 
of the neighborhoods cover¬ 
ed by Glendale News-Press, 

T u j u n g a Record Ledger, 
Highland Park News-Herald, 
Montrose Ledger, Eagle Rock 
Sentinel, Lincoln Heights 
Bulletin-News, El Sereno 
Star, Griffith ParkNews, La 
Canada Valley Sun. 

In region 8, the territory 
of Hollywood Citizen News, 
Wilshire Press, Northwest 
Leader, Los Fellz Hills 
News, Westlake Post. 

In Region H, the area of 
El Monte Herald, East Los 
Angeles Tribune, Montebel¬ 
lo News, Eastside Journal, 
Belvedere Citizen, Los An¬ 
geles Sentinel, San Gabriel 
Valley Independent, Pico 
Aivera News, Rosemead Re¬ 
view, Monterey Park Prog¬ 
ress, Maywood Journal and 
about half of the Pico Ri¬ 
vera Times-Post’s territory. 

And in Region 12, the dis¬ 
trict of Whittier Daily News, 
East Whittier Review, and 
most of the Norwalk Call, 
the other half of the PicU 
Rivera ’Times-Post’s area, 
and about half of La Puente 
Valley Journal’s territory. 

In addition, in each of the 
four regions, the “full” area 
also comprises a few map- 
books in districts of other 
newspapers to the extent 
that they spill over into 
these regions. 

Full Publication Area 1964 
In comparison, the 1964 
full publication area, cover¬ 
ing principally assessor’s 
Regions 5, 6 and 15, was 
published mainly by these 
newspapers: 

In Region 5, all the dis¬ 
tricts of The Altadenan, Ar¬ 
cadia Tribune, San Gabriel 
Sun, San Marino Tribune, 
Sierra Madre News, Temple 
City Times and almost all 
of Alhambra Post-Advocate, 
Pasadena Star-News, and 
South Pasadena Review. 

In Region 6, all of Azusa 
Herald, Claremont Courier, 
Duartean, Glendora Press, 
La Verne Leader, San Dimas 
Press, almost all of Bald¬ 
win Park Bulletin, Monro¬ 
via News-Post, Pomona 
Progress Bulletin, and about 
half of San Gabriel Valley 
Daily Tribune. 

In Region 15, all of Bell¬ 
flower Herald, Long Beach 
Argus, Signal Hill ’Tribune, 


and almost all of Artesia 
News and Long Beach Inde¬ 
pendent. 

Soma Statistics 

’The 1965 full publication 
area comprised 727 map- 
books (out of a total of 
2,860). 

’There was no reason to 
count its total of parcels 
separately, but at the coun¬ 
ty-wide average of 625 par¬ 
cels per map-book, it would 
amount to a total of 454,275 
parcels. 

As the publication’s grand 
total was 573,603 parcels 
(out of the total of 1,793,114 
on the 1965 roll), this means 
that some 124,229 parcels 
were in the “Changes Only” 
area spread over the rest of 
the county. 

Last year there were 623 
map-books in the “full” area 
(out of a total of 2,850), or, 
calculated at the same aver¬ 
age, 389,375 parcels. ’The 
publication total was 629,- 
439 parcels (out of the total 
of 1,782,311 on the 1964 
roll), which left 240,064 for 
the “Changes Only” area. 

’Thus, in 1965, the toeal 
published was by some 50,- 
835 parcels smaller. 

’This drop probably was 
Caused by the fact that, 
more than last year, re-ap¬ 
praisals mainly were con¬ 
centrated in areas which 
became part of the 1965 
“Full Publication area, so 
that less Changes Only data 
had to be published outside 
the “Full” area. 

Two Measuzos 

TTwo other measures 
should be mentioned here 
by which Assessor Watson 
“streamlined” his operation, 
but I do not think they had 
anything to do with the drop 
in the total of parcel assess¬ 
ments published. 

(1) ’The boundaries of all 
but two of the assessor’s 15 
regions were shifted to make 
their operations more effi¬ 
cient; some regions lost 
map-book areas (up to 75 in 
one region; others gained 
some (up to 39 in another). 

(2) Map-books for purely 
commercial-industrial areas 
(55 of them) were taken 
out of the 15 geographical 
regions and assigned to the 
Commercial-Industrial Divi¬ 
sion in the County Hall of 
Administration. 

’This facilitates applica¬ 
tion to this kind of proper¬ 
ties of uniform appraising 
methods by highly trained 
specialists. 

(Its counterpart Is that 
the state board of equaliza¬ 
tion, instead of the local as¬ 
sessor, appraised properties 
of the public utilities com¬ 
panies in all counties.) 

Several hundred map- 
books for mixed areas (part¬ 
ly residential, partly com¬ 
mercial-industrial), remain¬ 
ed in the regions, but their 
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more important commeclal- 
industrial properties are also 
being appraised by the 
C.I.D. 

Why Publish Dscieoses 

This also seems a good 
time to answer an often- 
asked question: 

Why is the publication of 
Changes Only not limited to 
increased assessments? 

’There is a need for giving 
early notice to an owner of 
a parcel with an increased 
valuation, it was said, so 
that he will have time to 
prepare his case for the tax 
appeals botird hearing, 
should be decide to file an 
application. 

But is it not a waste to 
notify someone in the oppo¬ 
site situation? 

Watson's Explanation 

Watson explained the law 
makes mandatory only the 
publication of valuation in¬ 
creases exceeding 25 per cent 
of the previous year’s value, 
but permits publishing ad¬ 
ditional data. He convinced 
the supervisors that all 
changes should be printed 
for these reasons: 

List publication, while 
notifying owners, also en¬ 
ables the general public to 
examine all assessments’ 
fairness, something postcard 
notices could never do. 

“I want to lay my cards 
on the table,” he said last 
year when the lists were 
published for the first time 
“I hope the public itself will 
‘audit’ our assessments and 
tell me where we perhaps 
made mistakes” — a candid 
statement remarkable in the 
light of the recent assessing 
scandals up North. 

Public's Bight to Know 

“Another reason for my 
insisting on including de¬ 
creases among the publish¬ 
ed changes,” Watson said, 
“is that the owner may think 
he was entitled to a larger 
decrease and therefore wants 
to go before the board. If 
so, he deserves as much no¬ 
tice as the owner whose as¬ 
sessment was increased. 

“And further, the public 
has the right to know 
whether we are closely fol¬ 
lowing the market. Where 
the market went down, as¬ 
sessments must do the same, 
and I want the people to 
see that we have actually 
see that we actually lower 
assessments on our own 
where the market shows us 
they were too high.”
